Virtue, for Juſtice in paying their Debts, for Hope 
to their Neighbours, and Charity to all without Di 
tinction of Proteſtants or Popilts and are there not 
R. C. Lords, Gentlemen, Merchants, Farmers, Drovers, 


Doctors, Surgeons, Tradeſmen, and Shopkeepers in this

the laſt Editor of his Works; nor Tillemont, Baronius, 
Spondanus, Bolandus Continuators, Fleury, the celebrated 
Peter Abelard, found not St. Bernard credulous, (ibo be 
had ſeveral Conjerences and Diſputes with him.) Gal, 
Dupin, Natalis Alexander, and Morery, Writers cele- | 
- brated for their ſingular Accuracy in Criticiſm, have not 
reputed St. Bernard credulous. That theſe Nine hun- 
dred Monks were murthered in Benchor Abby of the 
County of Down, is related by Arnoldus Wion, in his 
Book of The Tree of Life, and by Jobn Wilſon in his 
Engliſh Martyrology, on the 26th of June, on which 
Day is put down the Martyrdom of them Monks at 
Benchor in Ireland. The Charge of Congan's impoſing 
on St. Bernard, is not a trivial one; but, to the con- 
tray, very diſadvantageous, and quite foreign from the 
Character given to this Iriſb Saint by Henriguex, the Ciſ- 
tertian Menologiſt, in his Mariyrology, of whom he had

The Roman Catholics of Ireland are not encouraged

in the Dutchy of Brun/wick, write quite otherwiſe of

Rank, are not only ſtanch Papiſts themſelves, but ex- 
treamly jealous of the leaſt Change of Religion in their 
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reſpective Domini ons; and would feſs them - 
es Protectors of it, if, by Sarees d found it 
to be a traiterous Religion, deſtructive to Loyalty, even 
by its Principles, and encouraging Subjects to rebel a- 
gainſt their Princes? This ſurely cannot be; for they 
are more careful of their own Intereſt, and concerned for 
the Safety of their Crowns and Perſons ; conſequently 
are ſatisfied, that Popery 18 not prejudicial to the Prero- 


gative of Sovereigns ; that Canonical Obedience to the 


Pope is not inconſiſtent with the ſtridteſt Allegiance to 
Kings; and that it neither teaches Treaſon nor Rebellion 
againſt [awful Powers, In effect, there is not a Roman 
Catholic King in Europe, but is as faithfully obeyed by 
his Subjects, as any Proteflant King whatſoever ; nay, 
even thoſe little Princes in Italy, who border next upon 
the Pope's Dominions, would make no Vifficulty to op- 
poſe him, if he ſhould attempt to invade their ju 
Rights. Which is a convincing Proof, that their Sub- 
jection to the Pope in Spirituals, and their acknowledg- 
ing his Supremacy over them in a meer ſpiritual Capaci- 
ty, is no Prejudice to their Loyalty, nor a Handle for

Charles the Firſt's Neath. The ſeveral Proteſtant mw 
torians themſelves have taken ſufficient Care to tranſmit

Theſe Protetant Teſtimonies are authentic Proofs of 
the Hya! Behaviour of Roman Catholics during the Ci- 
vil Wars.

Jobn Buckhold, an Anabapti®, ſeized the City of

of Fuſtice, and the new Jeruſalem on Earth. This ſaid 


Batcher of Leyden held out deſperately againſt a power- 


ful Siege of eleven Months Continuance ; killed in one 
Sally Four thouſand Gentlemen, the very Flower of the 


Beliegers, plundered the Churches, robbed-the Citizens 
of all they had, and turned that noble, opulent City in- 


to a Theatre of the moſt horrible Calamities and 


Impieties that ever the Sun beheld; nor ceaſed, till 
divine Vengeance purſued him cloſe at the Heels, and 


quite altered the Scene, He was betrayed by one 
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of his own Prophets, who ſlaughtered all his fanatical 


Troops, and inflicted on himſelf the moſt dreadful 
Death that could be thought of, executing both the 


one and the other in that very Market-place, where they 
ſo lately crowned him. 


Thomas Muntzer, another Anabaptiſt, perſwaded alſo 
a diſaffected Crew, the Commons of Suabia, Franconia, 
Thuringia, &c. in 1525, to rebel againſt their lawful 
Princes, who, for a long time, carried all before them 


as a Torrent 'of Fi ire, pillaging and deſtroying all, in 
their Way like ſo many Furies. Their Succeſs encou- 


raged the Boors of almoſt all the other Provinces of the 
Empire to follow them Example; and became at length. 
ſo powerful, that, with united Force, they. gave the. 
Landgrave of Heſſe Two Battles at Franbauſen. They. 
fought elſewhere Trucſes, General of the Confederate |

alſo the Duke of Lorain in 72 In fine, they loſt. 
in theſe and other Battles an Hundred and fifty thouſand 
Men on their own Side, to ſay nothing of all thoſe that 
were killed by them on the other, from firſt to laſt, bee | 
fore this grand Rebellion of theirs was extinguiſhed.

which might be given, but theſe few that follow may 
ſuffice, viz. Philip II. was depoſed in the Netherlands; 
Queen Mary in Scotland, from whence ſhe fled into Eng- 
land, where ſhe loſt her Life by the Executioner's Axe, 
after ſeventeen Years cloſe Confinemerit. The Hugonots in 
France uſed their utmoſt. Effort to dethrone both Charles. 
the Ninth and Henry the Third, beſides their Attempts 
againſt Francis the Second and Leis the Thirteenth, 
at ſeveral Times, from the Year 1550 to 1627, in all

which they were — unfortunate, and at in 
miſcarried in all their Deſigns. 
There were ſeveral Attempts made in England againit 
Queen Mary, although her Reign was but very ſhort, 
by ſome of her Proteſtant Subjects, in order to depoſe 
her, notwithſtanding ſhe was crown'd,.and acknowledged 
their undoubted lawful Sovereign. The chief ke the 
Conſpirators was (as the Chronicles relate) Sir Thoma: 
Mya, who gathered together a Mob of the diſaffected 
and rebellious, and marched with them over Shooters» 
Hill, entered Southwark, paſſed the River Thames at 
Kingſton, advanced from thence to Charing-Groſs, and 
marched on to Ladgate in London, without ſcarce any 
Oppoſition, to make himſelf Maſter of the (iy and 
Tower of London, in order to diſpoſe of the Cams at 
his Pleaſure. But beingg unſuccelsful in his Attempt, 
—— and ſoon after received his De- 
ert. 
I hall, for the preſent; throw a Veil.over what hap- 
pened in Eng land in that moſt dire Cataſtrophe of all; 1 
mean that of King Charles I. whoſe Head was, e enef 
to the Sentence of a pretended Higb· Court of Juſtite, cut 
upon a Stage before his own Palace Door. And yet tis 
well known, that thoſe Miſcreants, who were the Per- 
petratots thereof, called themſelves Chriſtians of the 
Proteſtant Perſwaſion ; and moſt of them being at the 
ſame time the moſt inveterate, as well as irreconcileable 
Enemses to the Church of Rome, and far from

The Memory of theſe truly odious and une 
Facts ſhould not be revived here, were it not out of 
Neceſſity to expoſe. the Malice and Weakneſs of thoſe 
modern Eibellers, who, from the treaſonable Practices of 
ſome Roman Catholics, do infer, that therefore Po: 
pry is a traiterous Religion. For how would they re. 
 hſh this Conſequence, if the ſame was inferred againſt 

the Protgtaut f Religion, (in the manner they do it againſt 
the R:man) from the Facts above mentioned, and ma- 
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ny more omitted? Or, what Anſwer could they give 
to it? And whether the ſame Anſwer will not quit Po- 
pery, as well as Proteſtancy ? The Libellers beſt Method 
will be, to own candidly, and agree with the EX AMIN ER 
in that general, if not univerſal Maxim, viz. That the 
Orimes of one, or many more Perſons, cannot, in Juſtice, 
Heck, or be aſcribed to the whole Body of any Chriſtian 
| Church or Saciety whatſoever : Or, in other Words, That 
there are ill Men of all Religions; but that their per ſo- 
nal Miſdemeanours cannot be legally charged upon the 
whole Body, or Society, of which _ are the unworthy 
Members. 

But, to illuſtrate the Caſe a little more familiarly, let 
the following Inſtance be put: Great Numbers of Pro- 
teftants, as well as Papiſts, are yearly condemned in 
Dublin for Thieving, Houſe-breaking, Murder, &c. Sup- 
poſe now ſome Wiſeater, upon a Day of Execution, 
ſhould aſk what Religion the Criminals were of, that 
were going to ſuffer? And being told they were true 
Proteſtants, ſhould, with Hands and Eyes lifted up to 
Heaven, cry out, He never met with a Religion before, 
that taught Thieving, Murder, &c. would he not de- 
ſerve to be rewarded with a Fool's Cap ? I leave the 
modern Libellers to make their Application of this Ex- 
ample as their Judgment ſhall direct them. However, the 
Moral of it is inſtructiwe, and will inform them, that 
there may be, and will be wicked Men in all Religions 
whatſoever; and that the Crimes they fall into are not 
to be aſcribed to their Religion, unleſs its very Princi- 
ples encourage their Wickedneſs. And this Anſwer is 
enough to ſatisfy any rational Man. Nay, even this 
Anſwer muſt likewiſe keep off the Scandals of the Gun- 
powder Plot, as well as the Iriſb Rebellion, from touch- 
ing Roman Catholics in general; or elſe how can Pro- 
tejtants vindicate their own whole Body from the Infamy, 
either of the Villainies already mentioned, or of any 
ather Crime committed by particular Perſons of their 
own Communion ?

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And now, ſince the Gunpowder Plot has been men- 
tiened, with which the Roman Catholics are continually 
reproached by their Adverſaries, to incenſe the unwary 
Multitude againſt them. It cannot, I think, with Juſ- 
tice be properly called a Popiſh Plot; the Reaſon 
whereof is evident, becauſe that Expreſſion implies at 
leaſt a General Plot of the Roman Catholics of England. 
As when mention is made of a Popiſb Principle, the ob- 
vious Meaning of which is, that it is a Principle general- 
ly owned and maintained by Papiſts; now a Plot is 
looked upon to be general, when not only many of the 
Heads of a Party, but alſo a conſiderable Number of all 
Ranks, comparatively to the whole Body, are concern- 
ed therein; which never could be ſaid of the Gunpowder 
Plot. For if it be modeſtly computed, that a Fifth 
Part of England were of the Roman Catholic Religion 
in the Beginning of King James the Firſt's Reign, the 
Catholic Nobility likewiſe at that time were very nume- 
rous, inſomuch that the Marquis, the firſt Earl, the 
firſt Baron, viz. Wincheſter, Arundel, Muntague, and 
Baron of Abergavenny, were all Members of the Church 
of Rome; and the King's Son was then the only 
Duke in England. And yet, what is very ſurprizing, 
there was not one Roman Catholic that ever was 
found engaged in this great Plot of any Diſtinction. 
And the whole Number of thoſe that were, I 
think, amounted only but to Thirteen PerÞons, whom 
King James alſo, in his Proclamation of Nevember the 
7th, ſtyles, Men, for the moſt part, of deſperate Eſtates.

ſides- thoſe which concerned his Lordſhip ; . which-ſuc- . 
ceeded accordingly, as he could not but foreſee, without 
the Help of the Magic Art, For the Lord Monteagle, 
who knew- nothing of the Plot, finding a treaſonable 
Letter brought to hien by a Stranger, and from an un- 
known. Perſon, ſuſpected immediately (as it was but ra- 
tional ſo to do) that it was a Deſign upon his Lordthip 
to draw him into a Snare; and therefore cn it forth 
with to the - Secretary? s Offices * any kr rudent Man 
would do, for his own Security uch an Occa- 
ſion) and then followed the wi thy Courr\ Fives already 
ſpoken of. So that, in all Probability, the ſame Man, 
who was under-hand the chief Coutriver, was alſo the 
Diſcoverer of the Plot; and the greateſt Part of thoſe 
concerned in it, were. trepan*d into it by one, who took 
ſuch Care, that none but the Bubbles themſelves ſhould - 
be hurt by it. All this is hinted at by Sanderſon, who 
writes thus, page 334. * The Jeſuils had a Note of 
© KCecil's Name in their Regiſter, not as a Day-labour- 
er, that carried ſome few Stones or Sticks, but as the 
„ Maſter-workman, whole foreign and domeſtic En- 
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* gineers wrought in the Mine of Diſcovery.” And 
Mr. Mere, in p. 310. of his Hiſtory of the Engliſh Pro- 
vince, thus writes: There was no light Suſpicion of 
* a Peer's knowing the Conſpiracy long before its Dil- 
* covery, who cunningly pretended Ignorance, that 
more might be involved. 

Bur let that be as it will, there is no doubt but that” 
they, who ſuffer themſelves to be drawn into a Plot 
like Fools, deſerve to be hanged for it like Knaves. 
*Tis true, Garner, Teſmond, and Gerard“, three Feſu- 
its, were acculed of having been privy to it. Bur the 
two former declared, it was under the invialable Seal of 
Confeſſion they came to the Knowledge of it; and did 
their utmoſt to diſſuade their Penitents from it, and 
even made them promiſe they would. The other Je- 
ſuit, having made his Eſcape beyond Sea, put forth a 
public Writing, in which he called the Almighty to 
witneſs, that he knew nothing of the Plot, no, not fo 
much as in Confeſſion. 

Tis then to be conſidered, whether this may juſtly 
deſerve the Appellation of a Po piſh Plot? That is, whe-

declare openly againſt all Morality in this Life, and the 
Hopes and Fears of an hereafter (a). Moreover the 
Socinians (b) deny eternal Death, and everlaſting Fire, to 
be no other than a meer Annihilation of the Soul; and 

yet theſe Sectaries (c), who admit of no Reſtraint on 
their infinite Errors, who neither believe CHRIST, 

nor Sin, nor the Reſurrection, nor the Fundamentals of 
the, Chriſtian Religion, which the moſt eminent Writers 
of the very Proteſtant Church of England itſelf requires 
= — Means of Salvation. And yet, after all 
this, the modern Libellers prefer them to Roman Catho- 
lics, fince they ſtyle them the mo#- flagitious of all Reli- 
. and bloody-minded Papiſts, be moſt deteſtable of all 


"To leave off this grating Repetition, and wiſh ra- 
ther for a more pleaſant Theam; which this grave and 
ſcrious Subject ſeems not to admit of. But to L 
»Tis to be wondered, that the Roman ics were 
not charged with the Aſſaſſination intended by Jobn Ru- 
then, Earl of Gotory, in Scotland, againſt King James 
the Firſt; and, had not Andrew Henderſon, one of the 
armed Niuus, relented, and opened a Window to cry 
out for Help, - whilſt the King was ſtruggling with A 
lexander, the Earl's Brother, ke lad been pe tched in a 
Moment. - Alexander was killed upon the foot by Job 
Ram ſey, and the Earl himfelf by Doctor Ferres, two of 
thoſe Gentlemen who came up to the King's Reſcue. 
The Hiſtory of this Aſaffination Plot, and his Majefty's 
truly- miraculous Deliverance, is recorded by Cambaen (d), 
but more at large by Sander ſon (e). Yet there was not 
ſo much as one Roman Cathohe concerned in this Con- 
ſpiracy; for the Proteſtant Hiſtorians, juſt now men- 
tioned, relate, that the Azors were Procfiants. A

as 155 James . in Hcotland; but, after his Ac- 
ceſſion to the Crown of England, it was buried in OS 
livion.

Although the Roman Catholics were not charged with 
that Aſſaſſination; yet the Iriſb Rebellion is left at their 
Doors, for which an Anni ver ſary Holy-day has now been 
kept above a Hundred Years. * Is it out of pure Grati- 
tude to God Almighty for their Deliverance out of it, 
that the Nation is ſo particularly devout on this Occa- 
ſion? If fo, 'tis highly commendable. For Thanks 
ought to be rendered by us to our Great Creator for all 
things; and therefore tis not to be denied, but that 
there is all the Reaſon in the World we ſhould pay him 
the Sacrifice of our Lips, even our ſolemn Praiſe and 
Thankſgiving, But, with Submiſſion, I think, that 
that Rebellion ought not to be charged or imputed 
to the Roman Catholics of Ireland in general, ſince it 
was the Action of ſome particulars, and not the Work 
of their Entire Body or Religion. | | 

The Inſurrection in the Year 1641 ſeems rather to 
have been a national Feud, than à religious War, ac- 
cording to the County of Down Editors, who quote 
Cnogher Mac Mahon the Jeſuit exhorting (in the 
Book they aſcribe to him) his Countrymen the C 
Iriſh, to extirpate the Enghſb, although they were 
Papiſts, and their nearęſt Relations. From which it ap- 
pears, that Religion was not the Cauſe; for what Pains : 
were not taken by ſeveral Roman Catholic Biſhops to 
convene Hnods, in which they and their Glergy, not on- 
ly Secular but Regular, even the Mendicant Orders ſub- 
{cribed their Allegiance to the King? And their Exam-_ 
ple was followed by the Roman Catholic Nobility and 
Gentry of Ireland. Did not two learned Dwines ®, of :. 
the Franciſcan Order, write againſt the ſaid Inſurrection 


Peter Walſh wrote the Hiſtory of the Iriſh Remon- 
ſtrance i# Folio; Anthony Caron, Commiſſary of tbe 
Franciſcan Order in Ireland, publiſhed a Latin Folio, en- 
_ tituled, Re monſtrantia Hyternorum, Sc. 8 
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ſevetal Books ? In one of which ſully appears, the vaſt 
Oppoſitions made againſt it by ſeveral, both Clergy and 
Laity, ot the Church ot Rome; and che Author is S call- 
ed by William Nicholſon, Biſhop of Derry, in the Iriſb 
Hiſtorical Library, honeſt Father Walſh, whoſe Account 
never was impeached of Partiality towards the old Ir 
Was Sir Jobn Temple as impartial, he would not have 


incurred the ſevere Cenſure he met with from a late 


Writer, to wit, Hugh .Reilly, Eſq, who, in his Preface 
p. 8. to the Caſe of Ireland briefly lated, affirms, that the 
ſaid Knight wrote as many Lies, in @ manner, as Lines, 
in his Romantic Legend of the Iriſh Rebellion, on pur 
poſe to blacken the People, and exaſperate the Republicans 
of England againſt them, and againſt the King too, upon 
the account of the Murders he pretends to have been there . 
committed, whereof the hundredth Part was not true. The 
Lord Clerenden exaggerates alſo in his Account; but the 
Lord Caſtlebaven, in his printed Apology, A. D. 1674. 
not only affir ms, but proves to a Demonſtration, that 
the Number of thoſe who periſhed in this Inſurrection of 
the Jriſb, could not amount even to to the fixth Part of 
Carendon's Computation. And the Author of the Di/- 
ſertation prefixed to the Marquis of Clanriccard's Memoirs, 
makes this Reflection on Temple and Clarendow's Ac. 
counts: Some, who baue expreſsly written of Forty- one's 
Affair, exceed it in many reſpelts; and even from the Pul- 
pit itſelf there are — Relatians; whence "tis not to 
be admired, that, with the V. "ulgar at leaſt, it is taken for 
Fatt and T! ruth. 
What, doubtleſs, engaged the old Irifs Natives in 
this Infſurreion, was the fevere Uſage, as Sir Jahn 
Temple himſelf owns, which „ Weed with, being 
treated by the Engh/ little better Slaves; no won- 
der therefore they took the firſt Opportunity to throw © 
off the Yoke that galled them, inaſmuch as they ima- 
gined that time the Criffs, or critical Juncture, in which 
they might redeem themſelves and their Poſterity from 
any farther Bondage. It may be modeſtly computed, 
that, at that Time, there were Thirty Jriſb Catholics / 
n Bugs Proteſtant ; woe alone ſhews the Im- 
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poſſibility of the reputed Number of the ' Slain in the 
Englſp Chronicles; becauſe Treland was never computed 
to have more than Two Millions of Inhabitants ; beſides, 
a great Number of the Angliſb Proteſtants avoided the 
Maſſacre by flying to Derry, Colrain, Eniſkilling, and 
many other Places which were in the Poſſeſſion of the 
Engliſh. Though the Iriſþ Catholics had fo great an 
Advantage, by the Superiority of their Numbers over 
the Eugliſʒ Proteſtants, yet the latter had the Power in 
their Hands, and the Laws on their Side; of which 
they took the Advantage upon all Occaſions, and put 
them in Execution with the utmoſt Rigour and Severity. 
So that the old Iriſp Natives, being moved chiefly, as 
above, by the Oppreſſions they lay under, laid hold uf 
the Opportunity of thoſe inteſtine Broils in England, to . 
make a bold Attempt to recover their ancient Liberty. 
To aſcribe therefore this popular Fury of an oppreſſed 
People, to no other Cauſe than a Deſire of killing He- 
retick, is as ridiculous a piece of Nonſenſe as it would be 
to maintain, that the Indian Slaves, when they riſe. up 
againſt, or murder their Zzghſp Maſters, do it purely
